As of June 1968 a total of eight 
drivers and eight couriers, or a total of eighty volunteers a month, 
are used for delivering the meals. In addition ten volunteers a 
month act as kitchen helpers assisting with the preparation. The 
Calgary operation has a total volunteer force of close to five 
hundred people.

The program is interdisciplinary involving the collective use on 
a team basis the skills of a consultant psychiatrist, psychologists, 
social workers and child care workers, teachers and nurses. 


The philosophy is derived from the principles of reality therapy 
and makes use of individual and group therapies, supplemented by 
vocational, occupational and recreational programs. 


Children of both sexes from eight to fifteen years of age suffering 
from a functional disorder, who have an intelligence quotient of 
at least eighty-five. 


The Home has a bed capacity of seventy-five.
